Lady Ravdolpb Churchiil is the daughter of Mr. 
Leonard Jerome, of New York. She is now 23 
years vld, and is a dark brunette, of slender figur 
and graceful manners. She was married to Lord 
Churchill about seven years ago, and during her 
residence in the United Kingdom has becorne very 
popular in English society. Sne has an annual in- 
come of her own amounting to about $25,000, which 
is derived from the rental of the old Union League 
Ciub house, New York, now occupied by the Uni- 
versity Club. Mr. Jerome is said to be very proud 
of his titled son-in-law. 

THE ROSAMOND ROMANCE. 

Woodstock, the scene of the present election ex- 
citement, has not only historic interest in connec- 
tion with Cromwell's achievements, but retains the 

ntle aroma of romance that was thrown around 
it by the strong attachment of Henry IL for Rose 
Clifford. daughter of Fitz-Richard Fitz-Pontz, whom 
the King met in her 16th year at Castile Clifford, 
and who. it is asserted py the poets aud sweet singers 
who have set the incidents of that life-long lial-on 
to music, never lost her gentle sway over the heart 
of Plantaganet. At Woodstock, within a mile of 
the royal palace, Rose, who had been christened 
Rosamond—the f the world held her 
Cupid court in has since be 
come known as the Bower of the Fair 
Rosamond. The bower was a nest of floral mazes 
which surrounded the residence of Rose, and which 
was impenetrable except by those whohad re- 
ceived instructions from the Kin Henry himself 
entered the labyrinth by meauas of an underground 
passage which began under one of the wails of the 

ark. The King met Rose before he married 
leanor, and continued his relations with ber until 
the Queen, who was herself lavish with her favors, 
sent a French knight to shadow Henry. The 
knight discovered the secret passage, and Eleanor 


soon stood before her beautiful rival. 
There was bitter chiding and terrible 
threats, and the resuit of the meeting 
was that Rose Olifford retired to the 


Monastery of Godstow, beside Oxford, where she 
died. Romance says that the King stood beside 
‘her humvie couch and saw thei git of aeaven set- 
tle in her eyes, and romance aiso says that Rose 
died by poison, which the Queen compelled her ‘o 
take after finding bh r way to the mistress’ abode 
by means of a bail of silk which tue latter had drop- 
ped from her lap. The facis,however,favor the veath 
of the unfortunate woman in the Godstow Monas- 
tery. Late writers have attempted to defend 
Rose’s memory, and ene or two have asserted that 
she was the iawfu! wife of Henry, accepting tis 
own statement to William, Earl of Salisoury, on the 
battiefieid, when he publicly acknowledged him as 
& son, 
THE FIRST CHURCHILL. 

The present rakish Duke of Mariberough isa 
chip of tne old block, as can ve seen by recalling 
the exploits of the first Cuurchill of any impor- 
‘ance, the great Duke of Mariborough, whom the 
grand old warrior, Jurenue, curisiened, when at 
the age of 22, ‘“‘the handsome Engiisuinan.” Lord 
Macauley nas been pretiy severe in dealing with 
the history of Mariborough, who, be said, subsisted 
on the bounty of tue Duchess of Clevelani—**the 
most profuse, imperious and shameless of all har- 
lots.”” Macauley, in uis unrestricied bitterness of 


assault, went even so faras to assert that Marl 
berough “at 16 made money out of 
bis beauty and vigor as at 60 


he made money out of his genius and glory.” The 
Duchess of Cleveland, or Countess of Cleveland as 
she was first Known, was the favorite mistress of 
tue profligate Caaries Il, and the stery is toid that 
Charles surprised Churchill on on- occasion in the 
company of the Countess, when, te save her credit 
with the King, the young soidier leaped through a 
window at the risk of his life, and received in re- 
turn for the feat a presentof £5,000 from his in- 
amerata, “who seemed to ve as free,” says 
Macauley, “with her purse as she was with her 
person.” 

Jobn Churchill, the founder of the family’s great- 
ness, was born at Ash, in Devonshire, June 24, 165u. 


His father and grandfather had suffered in 
their estate fur tueir loyalty in the 
civil wars, but the former was subsequently 


rewarded with Goveroment offices, his daughter 
Arabella was appointed maid of honor to the 
Duchess of Yerk and Jonn became page of honor 
te the Duke. Atareview of ‘he Foot Guards tame 
Duke asked him what profession he preferred, 
and the boy in answer fell on his 
knees and asked for a pair of cvlors 
in one of the regiments. His first essay in arms 
wasat Tangiers aud he served withthe French 
until 1677. Attheageof 28 he married Sarah Jen- 
ni ten years younger than himself, whose figure 
and couutenance were commanding aud animated, 
and who was the favoriie companion and chosen 
friend of Princess Anne. 

Macauley asserts tuat Mariborough’s early ad- 
vancement was due io the unhoy relations which 
existed between fis sister, Lady Arabelia Churcniil 
and James I], and the aistorian tried even to 
biacken the chaste character of Saran Jeuninys, 
asserting or implying that there Was an intimacy 


between her and the Earl of Shrewsbury. 
These statements have been  successtuily 
combated by recent writers. Tnere is no 


question of course about ArabeliaChurchiil’s frailty, 
but the success of Mariborougu’'s career has been 
shown to khave been due as much to his wife's 
close relations with Anne as to his own towering mil- 
itary genius and careful statesmaunship. The purity 
and devotion of tne Ducness of Marlborough have 
also been viadicated. It is easy to sew thai sne must 
have been loyal to the busvband whom she regarded 
as ‘“‘the bandsomest, the bravest and the most ac- 
complished mau in ali Europe,” when in her old 
age, faded and wrinkled, she spurned the offer of 
marriage made by the Duke of Somerset, saying to 


him: “If you were the Emperor of 
the wor! Il would not permit you 
to succetd to that heart which bas 


been devoted to John, Duke of Marlborough.” 

THE PRESENT DUKE 
who is just profligate enough to recall the early 
indiscretion of Lord John Churchill,whom Charles 
Il sent to France as being too dangerous a rival at 
home, figured in the Aylesford divorce case and is 
now said to be about te marry Lady Aylesford,

POUNDED BY PEELERS. 


The Chicago Police Attack Citizens 
and Strikers Indiscriminately. 


—— 


Peaceful Laborers Brutally Beaten—A 
Few Cars Run Out With Diffiiculty— 
Hundreds of Strikers and Spectators 
Dragged to the Lock-Up—Trouble 
Feared To-Morrow. 


By Telegravh to the Post-Dispatch. 

Cricaco, July 8.—The report that that the West 
Division Street Cas company would endeavor to 
start cars early this morning, drew an immense 
crowd to the barn on Westren avenue. The rumor 
was confirmed at 5 o'clock, when seventeen patrol 
wagond drove up, each with twenty-five officers 
aboard. The intention was to start the cars out at 
5:80 o'clock, but it was6:20 before everything was 
in readiness. At that hour ten cars were manszed with 
drivers and conductors and the avenue was 
cleared. The three leading cars were loaded with 
policemen and a dozen or more were in each of 
the others. The crowd, composed chiefly of men 
from outside labor organizations and a strong 
hoodjum element, as soon as they saw that the 
cars were to start, made arush for Madison street 


and spread itwelf along from West- 
ern avenue to Robey street, 
and began to blockade the street 


by piling upon the track iron, gas pipes, heavy 
timbers and all building stone, brick and other 
material that could be found. It was accomplished 
in a few minutes, and when the procession of cars 
turned on Madison street the track was obstructed 
at intervals of a few yards for a distance of five 
blocks. 
THE POLICE CLEARED THE CROWD OUT 

and proceeded to throw off the obstructions, It 
was done slowly. and it took a_  ilong 
time to get through. At Ogden avenue a large 
pile of building material was found; at Green street 
a large force of strikers made a rush at the cars, 
but the officials used their clubs effectively and ar- 
rested about forty men. On the way down about a 
dozen other tough-looxing loafers had been ar- 
rested, and all were taken to the 
station. At 8:30 o'clock there were 
two open cars, each carrying fifty policemen, 
with a closed car between them, ready to start on 
the return trip from the corner of Madison and 
State streets. No effort was made to go around 
the curve on State street going down, but the 
horses were reversed and the cars started back. 
Opposite McVicker's Theater « crowd of over 1,000 
people surged around the cars and 

BEGAN TO JEER THE POLICE. 
The cars were stopped, and 
from the last one 
prepared to charge the crowd, but by the time they 
got ready to move there was no crowd in front of 
them to amount to anything. Another similar 
crowd gathered around the cars with threatening 
gestures and howls of derision, at Clark street 
They were stopped between Clark and Lasalle. At 
this point, missiles flew thick as hail, rocks being 
thickly sprinkled with offensive eggs which 
decorated many a policeman’s coat with 
orange stripes. The cars were soon full of persons 
and no further stop made till Halsted street was 
reached. Here a hugs crowd assembled and near- 
ly a hundred policemen were gathered. W hen- 
ever a striker or sympathizer would cry “scab,” or 
“rats,”’ he would be at once arrested and put ona 


the officers 


car. The total arrests on the trip down and back 
footed up eighty-three. Bitter com- 
plaints are made of uncalled for 


_ CLUBBING OF INNOCENT PERSONS 
by the police, and there were many broken crowns 
amongst those arrested. Many reputable bu sinss 
men, whose sole offense consisted of looking on 
were dragged off to durance vile along with the 
hoodium elemeat, The excitement increases hourly, 
and predictions are plentiful that should the com- 
pany persist in running cars bloodshed will ensue. 
The strikers themselves are the least riotous of ail, 
the moist noise being apparentiy made by idle 
miscreants who’are only too glad of the oppor- 
tunity to create a disturban ce. The officials and 
men are firm, and there is notalk of capitulation 


on either side. 


AN ARBITRATION SCHEME. 
Cuicaao, IL.., July 3., 54. u.—Groups of strikers 
and sympathizers began to gather at the barns on 
Westeru avenue as early as 8 o'clock this morning. 
It had been reported tbat large reinforcements 
were on their way from the Stock Yards to aid in 
resi sting the officers in their attempts to get cars 
started, and there was no little talk of possible 
bioodshed; Soon, however, a striking conduc or 
appeared with the information that the president 
of the association had accepted a scheme for set- 
tling the differences by arbitration, and that no 
attempt would be made at present te start cars 
out The arbitration committee, he said, was to 
be composed of citizens, of which two members 
would be chesen by the strikers, two by the com- 
pany, and Mayor Harrison to be the fifth At 4:80 
there were no indications of trouble, and less than 
twenty-five men were about the barns. 


THE TRACKS OBSTRUCTED. 

6:00 4. m.—The West Division Street Railway 
Company have started a few cars from their barns 
at Western avenue. About one block from the 
starting point they found their progress barricaded 
by lumber and gas pipes piled upon the track, 


which the police are now engaged in clearing 


away unmolested by the strikers. Fifteen patrol 
wacons leaded with police are placed along the 
way, and every street corner on Madison street has 
its strong force of police, the Madison street bridge 
being doubly guarded. 

BRUTAL WORK BY THE POLICE. 

8:00 4.m.—The street cars have just reached 
Ashland avenue. At Hoyne avenue the strikers or 
sympathizers had gained access to a lotof shovels, 
which had been used by the gas company trench 
diggers, and piled a huge vank of dirt on the track, 
The foreman of the gas company . nding the 
shovels had been used by the strikers, had taken 
possession of and locked them up, so that when the 
police arrived they found only the workmen pres- 
ent, minus their shovels, The police captain, it is 
reported, asked the men.for their shovels, and en 
their replying thatthe foreman had locked them 
up, it is stated the police commenced using their 
clubs on the gas works empéoyes, and several men 
were terribly beatem, some having their heads 
split open, 


WHOLESALE ARRESTS.

and, waving his hand to the crowd,began to make a 
speech. The police have oniy been coipeiled to 
make One serious rush so far this morning. At Hoyne 
avenus, While clearing away the barricade erected 
there, the erowd became very noisy and aggressive. 
Lumber, gas pipes, tuge bowlders, barreis, beer 
kegs, dirt, and every availabie sort of debris were 
uséd in Obsiructing the track. The appiause be-

Sne ‘has an annual in- 
come of her own amounting to about $25,000, which 
is derived from the rental of the old Union Learue 
Club house, New York, now occupied by the Uni- 
versity Club. Mr. Jerome is said to be very proud 

of his titled son-in-law. 
THE ROSAMOND ROMANCE. 

Woodstock, the scene of the present election ex- 
citement, has not only historic interest in connec- 
tion with Cromweli’s achievements, but retains the 
ntle aroma of romance that was thrown around 
it by the strong attachment of Henry Ii. for Rose 
Clifford. daughter of Fitz-Richard Fitz-Pontz, whom 
the King met in her 16th year at Castie Clifford, 
and who. it is asserted by the poets aad sweet singers 
who have set the incidents of that life-long lialsxon 
to music, never lost her gentle sway over the heart 
of Plantaganet. At Woodstock, within a mile of 
the royal palace, Rose, who had been christened 
Rosamond—the Rose of the world held her 
Cupid court in what has_-_ since be- 
come known as the Bower of the Fair 
Rosamond. The bower wasa nest of floral mazes 
which surrounded the residence of Rose, and which 
was impenetrable except by those whohad re- 
ceived instructions from the Kin Henry himself 
entered the labyrinth by meaas of an underground 
passage which began under one of the wails of the 
rk. The King met Rose before he married 
leanor, and continued his relations with ber until 
the Queen, who was herself lavish with ber favors, 
sent a° French knight to shadow Henry. The 
knight discovered the secret passage, and Eleanor 


soon stood before her beautiful rival. 
There was bitter chiding and terrible 
threats, and the resuit of the meeting 
was that Rose Clifford retired to the 


Monastery of Godstow, beside Oxford, where she 
died. Romance says that the King stood beside 
her bumvile couch and saw the] git of aeaven set- 
tle in her eyes, and romasce aiso says that Rose 
died by poison, which tne Queen compelled her ‘io 
take after finding bh r way to the mistress’ abode 
by means of a ball of silk which tue latter had drop- 
ped from her lap.

THE FIRST CHURCHILL 

The present rakish Duke of Mariberough isa 
chip of tne old block, as can ve seen by recalling 
the exploits of the first Cuurebill of any impor- 
‘ance, the great Duke of Muariborough, whom the 
grand oid warrior, Jurenue, curisvened, when at 
Lhe age of 22, “tue handsome Engiisuiman.”” Lord 
Macauley nas been pretiy severe in desing with 
the history of Mariborough, who, he said, subsisted 
on the bounty of tne Duchess of Clevelani—the 
most profuse, imperious and shameless of all har- 
lots.” Macauley, in nis unresiricied bitterness of 
assault, went even so faras to assert that Marl 
berough “at 16 made money out of 
his beauty and vigor as at 60 
he made money out of his genius and glory.” The 
Duchess of Cleveland, or Countess of Cieveland as 
she was first Known, was the favorite mistress of 
tue profligate Caaries Il, aud the story is toid that 
Charles surprised Cuurchili on on- occasion in the 
company of the Oountess, when, te save her credit 
with the King, the young soldier leaped through a 
window at the risk of his life, and received in re- 
turn for the feat a presentof £5,000 from his in- 
amerata, “who seemed to ve as free,” says 
Macauley, “with her purse as she was with her 
person.” 

Jobn Churchiil, the founder of the family’s great- 
ness, was born at Ash, in Devonshire, June 24, 165v.

His father and grandfather had _ suffered in 
their estate fur taeir loyalty in the 
civil wars, but the former was subsequently 


rewarded with Goveroment offices, his daughter 
Arabella was appointed maid of honor to the 
Duchess of Yerk and Jonn became page of honor 
te the Duke. Atareview of ‘he Foot Guards tae 
Duke asked him what profession he preferred, 
and the boy in answer fell on his 
knees and asked for a pair of cvlors 
in one of the regiments. His first essay in arms 
wasat Tangiers aud he served withthe French 
until 1677. Attheage of 28 he married Sarah Jen- 
nings, ten years younger than himself, whose figure 


and who was the favoriie companion and choseu 
friend of Princess Anne. 

Macauley asserts tuat Mariborough’s early ad- 
vaucement was due io the unhoiy relations which 
existed between fiis sister, Lady Arabelia Churchill 
and James Il], and the aistorian tried even to 
biacken the chaste character of Sarah Jeuninys, 
asserting or implying that there Was an intimacy 


between her and the Earl of Shrewsbury. 
These statements have been  siccessfuily 
combated by recent writers. There is no 


question of course about ArabeliaUhurchiil’s frailty, 
but the success of Mariborougu’s career has been 
shown to khave been due as much to his wife's 
close relations with Anne as to his own towering mil- 
itary genius and careful statesmanship. The purity 
and devotion of tre Ducness of Marlborough have 
also been viadicated. It is easy to see thai she must 
have been loyal to the husband whom sue regarded 
as “the handsomest, the bravest and the most ac- 
complished mau in ali Europe,” when in ber old 
age, faded and wrinkled, she spurned the offer of 


marriage made by the Duke of Somerset, saying to 
him: “If you were the Emperor of 
the wor! 1 would not permit you 
to succetd to that heart which has 


been devoted to John, Duke of Marlborough.” 

THE PRESENT DUKE 
who is just profligate enough to recall the early 
indiscretion of Lord John Churchill,whom Charies 
II sent to France as being too dangerous a rival at 
home, figured in the Aylesford divorce cise and is 
now said to be about te marry Lady Aylesford,

The Chicago Police Attack Citizens 
and Strikers Indiscriminately.

Few Cars Run Out With Difficulty— 
Hundreds of Strikers and Spectators 
Dragged to the Lock-Up—Trouble 
Feared To-Morrow. 


By Telegravh to the Post-Dispatch. 

Cuicaco, July 8.—The report that that the West 
Division Street Cas company would endeavor to 
start cars early this morning, drew an immense 
crowd to the barn on Westren avenue. The rumor 
was confirmed at 5 o’clock, when seventeen patrol 
wagond drove up, each with twenty-five officers 
aboard. The intention was to start the cars out at 
5:30 o'clock, but it was6:20 before everything was 
in readiness. At that hour ten cars were manned with 
drivers and conductors and the avenue was 
cleared. The three leading cars were loaded with 
policemen and a dozen or more were in each of 
the others. The crowd, composed chiefly of men 
from outside labor organizations and a strong 
hoodjum element, as soon as they saw that the 
cars were to start, made a rush for Madison street 


and spread iwelf along from West- 
ern avenue to Robey street, 
and began to blockade the street 


by piling upon the track iron, gas pipes, heavy 
timbers and all building stone, brick and other 
material fhat could be found. It was accomplished 
in a few minutes, and when the procession of cars 
turned on Madison street the track was obstructed 
at intervals of a few yards for a distance of five 
blocks. 
THE POLICE CLEARED THE CROWD OUT 

ahd proceeded to throw off the obstructions, It 
was done slowly. and it took a long 
time to get through. At Ogden avenue a large 
pile of building material was found; at Green street 
a large force of strikers made a rush at the cars, 
but the officials used their clubs effectively and ar- 
rested about forty men. On the way down about a 
dozen other tough-looxing loafers had been ar- 
rested, ands. _ all were taken to the 
station. At 8:30 o'clock there were 
two open cars, each carrying fifty policemen, 
with a closed car between them, ready to start on 
the return trip from the corner of Madison and 
State streets, No effort was made to go around 
the curve on State street going down, but the 
horses were reversed and the cars started back. 
Opposite McVicker’s Theater « crowd of over 1,000 
people surged arouad the cars and 

BEGAN TO JEER THE POLICE. 
The cars were stopped, and 
from the last one 
prepared to charge the crowd, but by the time they 
got ready to move there was no crowd in front of 
them to amount to anything. Another similar 
crowd gathered around the cars with threatening 
gestures and howls of derision, at Clark street. 
They were stopped between Clark and Lasalle. At 
this point, missiles flew thick as hail, rocks being 
thickly sprinkled with offensive eggs which 
decorated many a policeman’s coat with 
orange stripes. The cars were soon full of persons 
and no further stop made till Halsted street was 
reached. Here a hugs crowd assembled and near- 
ly a hundred policemen were gathered. W hen- 
ever a striker or sympathizer would cry “scab,” or 
“rats,” he would be at once arrested and put ona

car. The total arrests on the trip down and back 
footed up eighty-three. Bitter com- 
plaints are made of uncalied for 


_ CLUBBING OF INNOCENT PERSONS 
by the police, and there were many broken crowns 
amongst those arrested. Many reputable bu sinss 
men, whose sole offense consisted of looking on 
were dragged off todurance vile along with the 
hoodium elemeat, The excitement increases hourly, 
and predictions are plentiful that should the com- 
pany persist in running cars bloodshed will ensue. 
The strikers themselves are the least riotous of ail, 
the moist noise being apparently made by idle 
miscreants who’are only too glad of the oppor- 
tunity to create a disturban ce. The officials and 
men are firm, and there is notalk of capitulation 
on either side. 
AN ARBITRATION SCHEME. 

Curcaao, Inu., July 8., 54. u.—Groups of strikers 
and sympathizers began to gather at the barns on 
Westeru avenue as early as 8 o'clock this morning. 
It had been reported that large reinforcements 
were on their way from the Stock Yards to aid in 
resi sting the officers in their attempts to get cars 
started, and there was no little talk of possible 
bloodshed: Soon, however, a striking condue or 
appeared with the information that the president 
of the association had accepted a scheme for get- 
tling the differences by arbitration, and that no 
attempt would be made at present te start cars 
out The arbitration committee, he said, was to 
be composed of citizens, of which two members 
would be chesen by the strikers, two by the com- 
pany, and Mayor Harrison to be the fifth.

THE TRACKS OBSTRUCTED. 

6:00 4. m.—The West Division Street Railway 
Company have started a few cars from their barns 
at Western avenue. About one block from the 
starting point they found their progress barricaded 
by lumber and gas pipes piled upon the track, 
which the police are now engaged in clearing 
away unmolested by the strikers. Fifteen patrol 
wacons leaded with police are placed along the 
way, and every street corner on Madison street has 
its strong force of police, the Madison street bridge 
being doubly guarded. 

BRUTAL WORK BY THE POLIOR.

HARD TIMES IN THE NORTHWEST. 

MonTREAL, July 3.—It would seem that the Indian 
problem in the Northwest is not the oniy one with 
the solution of which the Government will have to 
wrestie before long. A letter from &# responsible 
party at Bersimis represents that the reindeer ap- 
pear to be almost extinct in the vast hunting 
domains of the Montagnals Indians of Labrador; 
that no signs ofthem were seen last winter where 
they were bitherto so plentiful, and aeither did Mr 
Bignell’s party in their long paddle and tramp 
through the Indian country see any. The writer 
adds that the past winter wasso unusually severd 
inland for the Bersimis Indians that several, to avoid 
starvation, were obliged to eat their hunt of furs} 
that in one camp three died of hunger, and that 
there are dark rumors oftheir having committed 
cannibalism ere finally succumbing to théir terfible 
fate. Altogether bad luck of the direst kind at: 
tended their efforts to secure furs, and out of more 
than a hundred hunters frequenting thé 
Bersimis Post, not ten have paid their debts, al- 
though the traders liverally allowed them forty per 
ceut more than the market rates. In view of this 
depiorable state of affairs it is stated that Chief 
Mvoisebaccon, who was lately elected grand chief of 
the Montagnais tribe in succession to the late Jean 
Baptiste, intends leaving soon for Ottawa with a 
delegation of his leiding men to interview thd 
Superintendent of Indian Affairs.

MALICIOUS FA LSEHOODS. 


Denial of the Threatened Uprising of the 
Ute Indians. 

Wasaineton, July 3.—Adjurant-General Drum 
has received a report from General Augur, dated 
Ft. Leavenworth, Kan., June 26, in regard to the 
reported oliibreak of the Ute Indians in Coloradot 
General Augur says that Carlisie, from whom mos 
of the sensational telegrams about the Indians 
emauate, is the agent of an English cattle syndicate 
not one of whom, he is informed, is an American 
Citizen, orintéends to be. He is aleo informed 
that the syhdicate does not own the land 
upon which the cattle range, and it is the public 
land. Gen. Augur incloses extracts from thé Rocky 
Mountain News of Denver, which say that the 
stories of the Ute troubles, if not entirely without 
foundation, are grossly exaggerated. Possibly 
there has been some trouble, the General thinks, 
but there if every reasofi to believe it has 
been brought on by the cowboys, who have been 
spoiling for a fight for some time and probabiy re- 
solved to shoot all Indians found away from their 
reservation. The report that whites and Indians 
have been killed lacks confirmation. 

GROSS EXAGGERATIONS. 

The Indian Office has received no dispatches 
from the agent at the Ute Reservation in Colorado 
touching the threatened outbreak at that place. 
Comfhissioner Atkins is inclined to regatd the pub- 
lished reports as gross exaggerations of the facts, 
circulated in furtherance of a scheme to drive the 
Ute Indians from the coveted reservation lands.

WEIDNER'S RELEASE. 


Application for the Postal Convict Made 
To-Day in Court. 

In the United States Circuit Court this afternoon 
Col. D. P. Dyer moved for a writ of habeas corpus 
looking to thé release of Otto H. Weidner a Post 
Office clerk who is serving a term in the Chester 
Penitentiaty. Weéidher was 6 delivery clerk at the 
St. Louis office and was arrested for stealing 
letters containing valuables.

Statutes, and, entering a plea of guilty, he was 
senteneed to two years’ imprisonment, with hard 
labor, in the Southern ['linois Penitentiary. The 
Supreme Court of the United States has recently 
decided that a conviction for an infamous crime 
which is wc og | by imprisonment with 
hard labor in the Penitentiary can only be 
pructited by indictinent and not by ibfortnation.

It has been the custom of the Federal 
Court to send prisoners to the Chester Penitentiary 
in Hie of Jefferson City the chaiige being made on 
motion of the District Attorney at the direction of 
the Attorney-General.

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BLAZING OIL. 


The Refinery of the Future City Oil 
Works Burned This Morning. 


- — 
— 


An Early Fire and Its Work—Three 
Firemen Slighily Injured—Some- 
thing About the Works and Their 
Owner—The Loss and Insurance. 


Another fire has visited the Future City Oil 
Works on the corner of Main and Pium streets. At 
@ quarter to 4 o'clock this morning the alafm was 
given and as soon as the magnitude of the blaze 
was made manifest a second alarm was turned in. 
The fire was confined to the refining works, an 
iron-clad building which reachés from 605 to 611 S. 
Levee. In this house wete twenty-five 
tanks carrying oll in various stages 
of fineness. The tanks were not 
of the same size, nor were they ail full, hencs only 
a@ careful examination of the stock book will 
exhibit the quantity of ofl lost. The machinery and 
the oil destroyed are estimated roughly to be worth 
over $50,000. The absence of Mr. Joseph Stack, the 
manager, in Vicksburg, renders it impossible to 


give an exact estimate of the insurance, as much of 


it was placed in Mobile by the manager. A de- 
tailed statement founded upon all the accessible 
facts will be found below. 

‘The fire, as stated, begah in the refining room 
among the tanks. The first engine to arrive was No. 
22, the house of which is only a square or so awar 
from the works. When the men got into the yard 
they were met by a solid wall of flame whic 
barred entry into the burning room. Some of the 
meh got a hose in however, and were doing good 
work with it when one of the tanks whose supports 
had been burned away, came down, with a_ crash, 
throwing the blazing oil directiy at the firemen. 
They were compeiled to run for their lives, ieaving 
the hose as itlay. Even s0, however some of them 
did not wholly escape. Johh Shaughnessy was very 
badly burned in the face and hands, so badly 
that he will be laid up for 
some time to coine. Ed Devine had one hand bad- 
iy burned, and Charies Curry’s clothes took fire 
from the oil, burning him painfully. None of the 
men dre seriously burt, but had it not veen for the 
quivk assistance rendered thein, the consequences 
might have been very different. Assistant Chief 
Tom Finerty was at tne fire early. He ordered the 
second alarm, aid the events justified the order. 
The fire was confided to the refining house, and 
even the little pine cupola on the adjoining brick 
house was Saved. 

This morning it is possible to appreciate the 
wredk that an hour's fire could make. Great pieces 
of corrugated iron are lying about twisted and bent 
out of siiape by the iutense heat. The roof of the 
long refining room is wholly gone, aud bere and 
there over the few remaiting rafters, charred and 
blacketred, a piece of . 

HEAVY IRON TUBING 

hangs bent double by the heat and its own weight. 
Everything is biné«, greasy arid muddy, and a 
heavy oily sineil hangs over the whole. A

THE BURVCHARD CASE.

States which seceded, accerding to the census of 
1860, was 1,064,193. The entire. number of slave-

The Puritan Sunday a Gicomy Abomina- 
tion. 


Boston Herald’s Revort of Rev. J, EK. Applebee's Sermon 
at the Parker Memorial Church. 


After tracing the various methods of the observ- 
ance of Sunday down through the centuries, he at 
iength arrived at “that gloomy abomination,” the 
Puritan Sabbath, which he deciared to be totally 
unlike the Sabbath of Jew, Jesus or early Christian 
and unwarrantea by scripture or reason. Yet, nev- 
ertheless, it is the influence of this same institution 
which throws its black shadow over our hberty to- 
day. Men are restrained from doing many things 
which they know to be both right and innocent, be- 
cause an arbitrary and senseiess unwritten law of 
society has decreed that they must not be done. 
He then spoke of the criticism which had been 
passed upon his society because it had enjoyed a 
Sunday picnic, defendimg the excursion on the 
ground that the society did what it believed to be 
right, and that its critics did not constitute an in- 
fallible tribunal to sit in judgment upon it. “There 
isa hopeless schism,” said he, “between Sabbatar- 
ianism and nature. No particular day in the cal- 
endar is more sacred thanits fellows. It is what is 
done upon it, whether good or evil, which deter- 
mines whether it is rightly observed.” Mr. Apple- 
bee spoke of the religion which is instilled into man- 
kind by the voices of the winds, birds, the streams 
as they run singing to the seas, by the beauty of 
flower, field, calm lake or mighty mountain, and 
declared that there is no measuring the spiritual 
benefit which comes from close communion with 
nature. The people who op pose the excursion 
which gives to thousands of toilers the only oppor- 
tunity of the week to breathe the pure air of heaven 
and enjoy nature's freshness and beauty, who op- 
pose Sunday travel, who array themselves against 
the opening of libraries and museums, are simply 
trying to enforce one kind of religious ideas upon 
their fetlow-men. The speaker pointed out the fact, 
that the existing laws relat ing to Sunday observ- 
ance had become practically a dead ietter, and 


upon the question of the legality of business con- > 


tracts made on Sunday asserted that meddling en- 
actments bad involved the courts in a maze of legal 
and moral absurdities. He would sweep away all 
laws based upon religious grounds, and sustain all 
founded upon natural and sanitary necessities. 
He advocated an enactment which should make six 
days of eight hours each the legal limit of labor, 
thus insuring the drivers and conductors one day 
of rest. In conclusion he said: “Sunday is one of 
the greatest blessings which Christianity has given 
us. Theinstitution issofirmly imbedded in our 
social life that it will take care of itself, and we 
may safely strip Of all the bigotry and superstition. 
which rob it of its highest value. Let us make it a 
day of worship, of rest, of recreation, of music, of 
drama and of domestic joy. Let it be a day for 
the body's reat, the mind's culture; a day for the 
growth of mind and heart and soul. ’ 


Southern Soldiers Net Slave Owners. 
From the New York Byeuning Post.

The Bold Dynamite Chief Arrives in 
St. Louis. ' 


—_— or 


His Reception at the Depot—His Per- 
sonal Appearance—A _ Gilt-Edged 
Talker — He Refuses to be Inter- 
viewed for Less Than $50 a Column— 
The Dynamiter at Breakfast—The 
Dudley Trial—Programme of Enter- 
tainment. 


O*DONNOVAN ROSSA. 

Jeremiah O'Donovan Rossa, the chief exponent 
of dynamite as a powerful political means, be- 
stowed the lustre of his fiery presence this morning 
on St. Louis, and especially on the admiring Fenian 
Brotherhood of the city. The sun had scarcely 
pushed its rosy face over the rim of the eastern 
horizon when Chas. W. F. Dowdall, John Walters, 
Justice Henry Smith, Henry Burns, Patrick 


Mullarkey and John Lysaght, members 
of the reception committee appointed to meet the 
notorious dynamiter, were whirled in a couple of 
Pat Monahnan's best carriages to the Union pot. 
The crimson hue of the morning sky was reflected 
with redoubled intensity from the eyes of the com- 
mittee, whose Celtic dashed and hustled 
through their veins at the prospect of grasping 
the hand of the bold. Irishman who defied the en- 
tire Hinglish nation, and the tip of whose pen 
dripped with death-dealing bombs; who bad been 
imprisoned and had been shot at by English emis- 
saries for his advocacy of the Irish cause. Several 
members of the commitiee were intimate friends of 
Mr. Rossa and John Lysaght had been tried in Ire- 
land for the same offence which sent the former 
to Milbank prison. 

| O’DONOVAN ROSSA'S TRAIN 

arrived over the Vandalia at 7:30. and _ the 
committee awaited his ap rance eagerly. He 
soon stepped from the platform with a small grip- 
sack in his hand, and cordial greetings were ex- 
changed between the patriots. The chief, while he 
was condescendingly pleasant, nevertheless bore 
himself with a due sense of his importance and of 
the momentous charactor of his mission. The party 
stepped into the carriages and were taken at once 
tothe Lindeli Hotel where the dynamiter regis- 
tered. He was somewhat soiled from his trip and 
his first act was to place himself io the hands of a 
barber, who cleared off the remnants of New York 
dust, the additions picked up on the way, and the 
beard-growth of a couple of daysfrom Rosse's 
face. A nip of good stuff put the apostle of dyna- 
imite in prime condition for breakfast. It was after 
this essential toa good dynamite appetite that a 
Post-DispaTcu reporter ventured to taik with him, 
A casual giauce at Rossa would 
scarcely show him to be other than a common citi- 
zen and would not discover his blood-thirsty in- 
stincts. He is above medium height, large of frame, 
but not flesby, and was dressed this morning in 
dark pants, a black Prince Albert coat, worn open, 
andadark slouch hat He might be taken fora 
weil-to-do ciiizen in any walk of life. He wears 
chin whiskers and mustache of a reddish brown 
color, slightiy streaked with grey. His features are 
reewiar, and hia expression rather mild than other- 
wise, which corre¢ponds with his manners, until he 
becomes excited, when he is vehement, and exhibits 
an inclination to pound the neares: object with his 
tis. 

A cordial “Good morning. Mr. Rossa,” elicited 
only a nod and an inquiring glance from that per- 
sonage. The reporter announced his character aud 
‘mission. 

A HIGH-PRICED INTERVIEW. 

“T have nothing to say. I am not open to inter- 
views,’’ said Mr. Rossa, 

“Is there notuing about your cause or your recent 
experivoce that you Care to talk about?’ ‘ 

“No, I don’t want totalk. it would take three 
columns to contain what I have tosay. It is im- 

ortant. There is another rule I follow here and in 
Rew York. Every question must be written down, 
and 1 wugt write out the answers myself, It must 
be taken in my words, and published as I write it, 
without change or comment.”
